BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 4.—Dis- 
patches to La Nacion from towns 
on the Brazilian frontier of Ar- 
gentina today reported that the 
insurgent movement iw Rio Grande 
du Sul, successful throughout the 
State, had spread to the States of 
Santa Caterina, Parana, Matto 
Grosso, Pernambuco, Piauhy and 
Ceara. The last two states are in 
the north of Brazil and marks the 
extension of the insurgents more 


from its southern strongholds. } 


All Federal troops garrisoned in 
Rio Grande do Sul either surren- 
dered or joined the insurgents. 

The military and civil strength 
of the insurgents in Rio Grande 
alone is reported to number about 
40,000. Railway employes at the 
important station of Santa Maria 
have joined the movement and 
prepared 40 locomotives and 400 
railway cars to transport the in- 
surgent soldiers. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct. 4.—A 
state of siege in three of Brazil’s 
great states, where revolutionary 
moyements are reported, was ap- 
proved today by the Brazilian 
Chamber of Deputies. The vote 
was 120 to 8.

Grande do Sul, Minas Geraes and

State of Siege Extended in Buenos 
Aires, 

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 4.—The 
provisional Government of Gen. 
Jose Francisco Uriburu tonight is- 
sued a decree extending the state 
of siege until further notice. Mar- 
tial law has been in force here 
since the overthrow of the Irigoyen 
Government during the first week 
of September. 

It was pointed out here that 
the state of siege differs from 
martial law. It mainly removes 
political guarantees, while martial 
law decrees that judicial powers 
are invested solely in the military 
authorities.

R-100 Which 


Made Trans-Atlantic Flight 


800-Foot Flyer Was Designed for Service on 
England-India Mail Route and Had 
Accomodations for 100 Passengers 


The R-101, heralded at the time 
of its launching, nearry a year 
ago, as the world’s largest airship, 
was built by the British Govern- 
ment, from designs by British en- 
for service, aS was an- 
on the England-India 
mail route. 

The R-101 was. originally 724 
feet long, or 50 feet shorter than 


the Graf Zeppelin, but its diame- 
ter, 130 feet, was 30 feet more 
than that of the German craft, The 
lifting gas displacement was 6,- 
000,000 cubic feet, as compared 
with 3,710,000 cubic feet for the 
Graf Zeppelin, and 2,470,000 of 
the United States Navy’s Los An- 
geles. Reconstruction later §if- 
creased its length to 800 feet and 
increased the lifting power. 

The R-101 had its principal 
framing made of stainless’ steel 
tubing, with aluminum alloy used 
for the minor structural parts. This 
was a departure from the plan 
used in other ships, even in the 
sister craft R-100, which used 
duralumin for the framing. 

It had two deck passenger cab- 
ins, with dining, sleeping and recre- 
ational accommodations for 100 
persons. These were contained 
within the hull, to reduce the air 
resistance that,;would be caused if 
a car was slung below the struc- 
ture. In this respect, it anticpiat- 
ed the design of the new airships 
of the United States Navy. 
Hydrogen was used as the lift- 
ing gas, and for this reason, smok- 
ing was restwicted to a specially 
designed smoking room. Heavy-oil 
engines were used for propulsion, 
eliminating the hazard of inflam- 
mable gasoline in proximity to the 
hydrogen. Five Diesel engines of 
compression-ignition type devel- 
oped 650 horsepower, at 1000 rev- 
olutions a minute. Fuel oil of high 
flash point was used, and the auto- 
matic ignition rendered spark 
plugs and carburetors unnecessary. 
Speed on Flights 55 Miles an Hour. 
In practice, it was found that 
the designed speed of 100 revolu- 
tions a minute had to be reduced 
to 900, so that the power avail- 
able for driving the ship ahead was 
reduced from 3250 to 2340 horse- 
power. New engines were being 
designed, to make possible a high- 
er speed. 

The speed intended was 70 
miles an hour at a height of 5000 
feet, with a cruising speed of 65 
miles an hour. It was intended to 
fly as much as 4000 miles, with 
an ordinary commercial load, with- 
out refueling. On the early flights, 
howeéver, the speed was about 55 
miles an hour. 

The first trial flight from the 
mooring mast at Cardington, En- 
gland, was made Oct. 14, 1929. Maj. 
G. H. Scott, who had been the first 
man to cross the Atlantic ina 
lighter-than-air craft, was com- 
mander. The cruise of 200 miles 
took the ship over London, where 
great crowds viewed it, and over 
Southeastern England. ‘On a sec- 
ond flight, Lord Thompson, Air 
Minister, was a passenger. A few 
days later, at its mast, the craft 
easily rode out a gale blowing at 
40 miles an hour. 

An all-night flight was one of the 
.next tests, and this was followed by 
a tour of the British Isies. 

Usable as Airplane Carrier. 

Military air experts pronounced 
the R-101 and its older’ sister 
craft, the R-100, to be war craft, 
designed particularly for the carry- 
ing of fighting airplanes. The 
R-101, it was pointed out, was not 
likely to be a commercial success, 
Bolt holes in her sides were viewed 
as furnishing anchorage for brack- 
ets, to hold airplanes, which could 
be so attached as to conform with 
the ship's streamline body, and

Following tests, the R-101, at the 
beginning of this year, was cut in 
two, and a section 75 feet long 
and containing a gas bag capacity 
of 500,000 cubic feet was inserted 
before the parts were fastened to- 
gether. This made the ship con- 
siderably larger than its sister craft, 
the R-100, and clinched its title to 
first rank among the world’s dirig- 
ibles. ' ; 
Official announcements that the 
R-101 was meant for passenger 
service to India were discounted by 
experts, who pointed out that the 
normal temperatures over the In- 
dian Ocean would so expand the 
gas as to render its lifting power 
doubtful, 

Nevertheless, the plans were 
made, in recent weeks, for the 
flight to Egypt and India, with 
Lord Thomson and other important 
public personages as passengers. 
On the trans-Atlantic flight of 
the R-100, from England to Can- 
ada, Maj. Scott, commander of the 
R-101, made the journey in an 
advisory capacity. 


REAR ADMIRAL BAIRD, DIES; 
ONCE CHIEF NAVAL ENGINEER 


He Installed First Electric Lights 
in White House in 
1891. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4. — Rear 
Admiral George Washington Baird, 
87 years old, third oldest Admiral 
on the retired Hist of the Navy, 
died today at his home here. 

In 1891 he installed the first 
electric lighting system in the 
White House and seven years later 
he was appointed chief engineer of 
the Navy. He installed the electric 
plant in the U. 8. 8. Albatross, the 
first Government ship of any na- 
tion to have such apparatus. He 
retired from the Navy in 1905. 

Admiral Baird was born in 
Washington. He will be buried 
with full military honors at Arl- 
ington National Cemetery next 
Wednesday.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—Christo- 


pher Birdwood Thomson first Bar- 
on of Cardington, who perished to- 
day in the destruction of the dir- 
igible R-101, was appointed Sec- 
retary of State for Air by England's 
Labor Government last year. 

He was born in 1875, son of the 
late Major-General David Thom- 
son. Educated at the Royal Mili- 
tary Academy at Woolwich, he re- 
ceived his commission in 1894 and 
served in the Boer War. He was 
a member of the faculty of the 
Chatham School of Military Eng-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—In the 
frankest statement ever issued by 
the Federal Prohibition ' Bureau, 
Commissioner Amos W. W. Wood- 
cock admitted tonight that his ex- 
perts had computed a “possible’”’ 
consumption in the dry United 
States of beer, wines and distilled 
liquors containing 73,831,172 gal- 
lons of absolute alcohol, during 
the fiscal year ending June 30. 

Woodcock’s. statistics include a 
possible production of 118,320,300 
galions of wine; 683,032,000 gal- 
lons of malt liquors (home brew); 
3,557,600 gallons of smuggled 
liquors; 1,144,800 gallons of malt 
liquor smuggied from Canada and, 
155,900 gallons of wines smuggled 
from Canada, a total of 808,210,500 
gallons of intoxicating beverages, 
besides 34,914,609 gallons of 
straight alcohol. 

The statement, an $1l-page 
pamphlet, did not calculate the 
amount of hard liquor which might 
be concocted from the 34,914,609 
gallons of 200-proof alcohol made 
from corn, cane and beet sugar, 
corn meal, other grains, molasses 
and industrial alcohol. 

Conservatively estimating that 
these 84 odd million gallons of 
absolute alcohol would make 69,- 
829,218 gallons of hard liquor, one 
can supplement commissioner 
Woodcock’s figures and calculate 
that there was a possible consump- 
tion of 876,039,718 gallons of in- 
toxicants in the United States last 
vear, a per capit.. allotment of 
7.14 gallons, based upon a total 
population of 122,700,000 persons. 

The government experts found 
that the per capita consumption 
of absolute alcohol during the last 
vear was six-tenihs of a gallon, as 
compared with one and  seven- 
tenths gallons in 1914, ihe year 
taken as a normal prohibition 
standard by the bureau. 

Drinking Under Prohibition. 

This indicated, said the state- 
ment, that present drinking is only 
35 per cent of what it was in 1914. 

The Government tables dis- 
closed interesting and in spots sen- 
Sational, evidence of the wide- 
spread use of intoxicants after 10 
years of prohibition.

Beer production from 2,056,407,- 
108 gailons in 1914 to an estimat- 
ed possible production of 683,082,- 
000 gallons last year. 

Distilled spirits dropped from 
143,447,227 gallons in 1914 to 73.,- 
$88,718 gallons in 1930. ‘Total con- 
sumption in 1914, the experts found 
was 2,252,272,765 gallons, or 22.66 
gallons per capita. For the last 
fiscal year, the experts calculated 
a possible total production of 876,- 
039,718 gallons, or 7.14 gallons a 
person. The ratio was about the 
same as found for absolute alcohol. 

The statement frankly admits 
that enormous quantities of indus- 
trial alcohol have been diverted 
and that large quantities of dis- 
tilled spirits have been smuggled 
into the country. 

Corn Sugar’s Possibilities, 

Corn sugar was the most pro- 
lifie and profitable source of hard 
liquor, The experts found by cal- 
culation that from a net local sup- 
ply of 887,747,000 pounds of corn 
sugar—moOstly low grade—5h34,000,- 
000 pounds, or almost five-cighths 
of the supply, could have found its 
way into illicit channels, For every 
10 pounds of corn sugar it would 
be possible to make one gallon of 
“sugar alcohol,”’ which could be 
converted into two gallons of whis- 
ky or gin. 

The bureau found that 5,000,000 
gallons of approximately pure al- 
cohol could have been made last 
year from cane and beet sugar, 
‘Which are higher priced than corn 
sugar, and that 2,000,000 gallons 
of alcohol might have been made 
from corn meal, other grains and 
molasses. 

A great part of ithe industria) al- 
cohol diversion has been checked, 
the Government experts declared. 
Nevertheless, for seven months of 
the last fiseal year the diverters 
reaped a harvest by withdrawing 
aleohol for the reported use in the 
manufacture of lacquer thinners 
and solvents, 


Industrial Alcohol Diverted. 


The Government charts disclosed 
that of the 1,097,382 gallons of in- 
dustrial alcohol withdrawn for this 
supposedly legitimate purpose, 
$73,511 gallons, or almost nine- 
tenths of the total withdrawals 
might have found outlet in bootleg 
channels. When the formula for 
this industrial alcohol was changed 
in January, the withdrawals 
dropped from 142,417 gallons for 
December to 1652 for February.

The Wastefal Home Brewer, 

Malt liquors, that is, home brew 
(heimgemacht), gave the investi- 
gators a difficult time, After final- 
ly ascertaining that 24,394,000 
pounds of hops were available for 
home brewing purposes during the 
last fiscal year, they estimated a 
possible oroduction of 683,932,000 
gallons of 3.4 per cent beer if one 
pound ‘of hops made 28 gallons. 

Home brewers, the report em- 
phasized, were wasteful. “Breéw- 
ers use One pound of hope in the 
production of 42 galloria of beer,” 
said the prohibition experts. “The 
home-brew manufacturer obviously 
cannot produce by home miethods 
as large a quantity per pound of 
hops as the brewer could with sci- 
entific methods &t his disposal. It 
is reported that E. Clemens Hofst, 
the largest hop grower in the Unif- 
ed States, and perhaps in the world, 
has stated that three times as 
much hops are used in the produc- 
tion of a given quantity of home 
brew as was used by the brewers.

The total amount of liquor smug- 
gled into the United States was put 
at 3,557,500 gallons of hard liquor 
and 155,900 gallons of wine and 
1,144,800 gallons of malt liquor 
smuggled in from Canada. 

Almost two-thifds of the hard 
liquor also was simuggled in from 
Canada with most of the remainder 
coming from British Honduras, 
Bermuda, the Bahamas and Bel- 
gium. 

The report marks a departure 
from the usual reticence of the 
prohibition unit: It was made by 
the bufeau’s division of research 
and education at the direction of 
Commissioner Woedcock, who stic- 
ceeded James N. Doran, when the 
bureau was transferred from the 
Treasury Department to the De- 
partment of Justice, 

Ever since former commissioner 
Roy A. Haynes received an appro- 
priation for his poster campaign 
to enforce prohibition, Congress 
has made available $50,000 a year 
for education.

A crowd estimated at $0,000, a 
third of the entire population, filed 
past the palace in front_of the 
King and members of the Govern- 
ment in the afternoon, The parade 
was led by soldiers and school 
children and bands. 

Special editions were published 
by newspapers of all shades of po- 
litical opinion expressing joy over 
the betrothal.

ROME, Oct. 4.—All official de- 
tails of the betrothal of Princess 
Giovanna, pretty 28-year-old 
daughter of the King and Queen of 
Italy to Boris, King of Bulgaria, 
were concluded and made public by 
the Government and the Vatican 
today. 

Long negotiations over political 
aspects of the engagement preced- 
ed its final completion. It became 
khown tonight, through a #emi-of- 
ficial announcement from Vatican 
City, that King Boris signed a 
written promise that Giovanna, as 
his Queen, is to retain her Catholic 
religion and that her children are 
to be brought up in the Roman 
Catholic faith. The signed agree- 
ment also embodied a pledge that 
BHurope’s famous “bachelor King” 
would remove Giovanna from every 
danger of loss of her reéligious 
freedom. 

First Boy in Orthodoxy. 

The proviso was made, however, 
that because Bulgarian constitu- 
tional law requires that the heir to 
the throne be of the state religion, 
which is Greek orthodox, the first 
born boy is to be reared in ortho- 
doxy but any other children of the 
union will be Catholics. Thus the 
international troth is made accept- 
able, it is stated On good authority, 
to the strong national feelings of 
the Bulgarians, 

Boris himself was 4 Roman 
Catholic, but was obliged to  be- 
come orthodox when he ascended 
the throne 12 years ago. The ar- 
rangement in reference to an heir 
was explained here with the as- 
Sertion that the orhodox faith and 
the Roman Catholic religion are 
not much different fundamentally. 
The marriage will be performed in 
a Catholic church at Sofia and 
then in the orthodox Cathedral, 
either before Nov. 15 or in the first 
days of January. 

Pope Sanctions Union.

Car Makers 
Plan Drive 
To Put Over’ 

1931 Models 


Three Months Figured 
as None Too Long to 
Get Well Prepared for 
What is Expected to 
Be Hardest Fought 
Competition Industry 
Has Known. 


By CHRIS SINSABAUGH., 

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 4.—All 
signs point to a great deal of sub- 
surface activity by motor car man- 
ufacturers, to clear their decks for 
1931. The rest of 1930 does not 
matter much, but when the new 
year opens the feeling prevails that 
the industry will be prepared for 
an agcressive campaign fruitful in 
results. 

Manufacturers have been paving 
the way for this for some time. 
Production has been held down to 
demand. Dealers’ stocks are lower 
then they ever have been before. 
The used car market is well in 
hand. With this situation prevail- 
ing, car makers are left free to 
plan for next year, 

That they already are doing this 
is evident. Shifts are being made 


in the sales personnel of some of 
the big companies that promise 
more intensive activities. One of 


the leading corporations holding 
the reins on half a dozen units re- 
cently got together a large number 
of its leading executives at a three- 
day meeting with secrecy the 
watchword. No announcements 
were made following this meeting 
but it is supposed that it was held 
to’acquaint them with the corpora- 
tion’s plans for next year. Three 
months, they figure, is none too 
long a time to get set for one of 
the hardest campaigns in the his- 
tory of the industry. 

There will be more new models 
before the first of the year, too. 
Already the new offerings of Buick, 
Chrysler, Studebaker, Packard, 
Cadillac, Reo and Peerless have 
been: announced and Nash will be 
out in a few days. There are oth- 
ers, though, in the course of devel- 
opment and it is expected that 
Oakland, Oldsmobile, Chevrolet, 
Graham, Hudson, Marmon and oth- 
ers will have something .to say be- 
fore the doors of the Grand Cen- 
tral Palace in New York open on 
the thirty-first annual National 
Automobile Show. 

In most cases it is anticipated 
that these coming models will not 
be revolutionary in design. Changes 
are likely to include refinements 
of present practice and with some 
more powerful engines. Nothing 
has been heard from Marmon since 
the rumor went abroad that G. M. 
Williams was grooming a 16-cylin- 
der as a show surprise. The rumor 
however, seems well founded, and 
there has been no denial from In- 
diana polis. 


Rumor atso has it that one of 
the smaller manufacturers, outside 
of Detroit, is planning a revolu- 
tionary model—a 12-cylinder front- 
drive. It is said the president of 
the company is now in Europe, os- 
tensibly to attend the Paris Salon, 
but in reality to close a deal for 
the use of some French front-drive 
patents. The successful debut of 
the Cord front-drive has encour- 
aged others to give serious thought 
to this type. Ruxton hopes to get 
going soon and front-drive should 
receive considerable attention next 
year. 

In offering the Fargo bus, just 
announced, Walter Chrysler is in- 
vading a new field. The Fargo is 


intended for the big market, which 
calls for street car busses, and it 
has been designed for this service. 
Heretofore Chrysler has been con- 
tent to produce Dodge light deliv- 
eries in the commercial field and 
the fleet of small red busses which 
supplement street car service in 
Detroit. 

One of the features of the Fargo 
is an interchangeable engine. With 
a fleet of 10 to 20 Fargos there 
go four or five extra engines. In 
ease of motor trouble which he- 
cessitates an overhaul it is possi- 
ble to take out the old engine and 
replace it with a spare in an hour’s 
time, that the bus may be kept in 
operation. 


In announcing that work will 
start at once on the new Center 
Building, a 10-story office struc- 
ture across the street from the 
present Fisher Building in Detroit, 
instead of waiting until the fall of 
1931, the Fisher brothers have in 
mind stabilizing business condi- 
tions and helping solve the unem- 
ployment problem. The Fishers 
declare present conditions are oc- 
casioned by the way the public 
looks at them. 

“One of the principal difficulties 
of the present, as we view it, is the 
prevalent belief of the average 
business man that business is not 
normal because it Is not better 
that his previous peak year,” the 
Fishers say in announcing the 
building project. 

“as a matter of fact, general 
business is better today than it 
was in many of the recent years 
when all were content with their

Limiting factors that influence 
the design of any vehicle of trans- 
portation have always been = ac- 
knowledged by engineers.

It is a condition 
that has all my life given me the 
material, by virtue of its close con- 
tact, for a clear and definite re- 
ply to “Is it a handicap to be the 
son of a famous man?”

Nevertheless, I am going to at- 
tempt t> be quite honest. That 
means that in answering a difficult 
question I shall use the threadbare 
formula: Well, yes and no. I 
suspect that the last remark may 
smack of the bromidic or sound 
evasive.

As a 
matter of fact, it is the most truth- 
ful reply that I can give. 

My father was, and is—I may 
say with a certain modest pride— 
probably one of the most famous 
and popular personalities in the 
history of motion pictures. He 
grew up as the screen developed, 
and I grew up in the shadow—or 
rather in the dazzling refulgence— 
of his renown. I bore his name. 

Now to bear a famous name has 
its drawbacks as well as its ad- 
vantages.

To put it on the lowest ba- 
sis, such a name has powerful ad- 
vertising value. flowever, we shall 
continue on that sordid phase in a 
later paragraph.

The twenty-fifth annual exhibi- 
tion of American paintings at City 
Art Museum in Forest Park in- 
cludes almost a score of canvasses 
by artists who never before have 
béen represented in the exhibition. 

About three-fourths of the pic- 
tures were chosen from among this 
year’s exhibitions at Chicago Art 
Institute, Carnegie Institute at 
Pittsburg, the Pennsylvania Acad- 
emy and a few other museums.

Thirty-eight Bagle Scout badges, 
the largest number ever awarded 
at a St. Louis Boy Scout Court of 
Honor, will be presented at a City 
Court of Honor at the Scottish Rtie 
Temple tomorrow evening.

The packed stands got plenty of 
thrills. For a starter, the Cardinals 
put over their first victory, with 
Bill Hallahan twirling a sensational 
game. Then there was Douthit's 
home run, his first safety of the 
series, and Bottomley and Hafey 
started to hit. 


Then there was the most bril- 
liant defensive play seen in the se- 
ries to date, when Jim Bottomley 
raced over to the temporary boxes 
in front of the grand stand, hung 
on the rail with one hand, leaped 
high and reached over the heads 
of the spectators to grab Jimmy 
Foxx’s foul. This play came :with 
Al Simmons resting on second base 
as a result of his double, in the 
sixth inning. No matter what hap- 
pens, that play of Bottomley’s will 
take its place with the great de- 
fensive efforts of the series. 


Hallahan, in stopping the Ath- 
Ities, did what Grimes and Rhem 
failed to do. He kept Simmons 
and Cochrane ang Foxx from 
smashing long-distance wallops 
with men on the bases. And while 
Bill was doing this, Douthit, Bot- 
tomley and Hafey connected safely.

NE of the 1930 rule changes ) 
Q) wnien rarely is mentioned, 

but which, nevertheless, 
seems of real importance, is that 
in the rulé which governs the 
action of men on the restrain- 
ing line after a free kick. Last 
year the rule—section 5 of rule 
11, read as follows: “After the 
referee blows his whistle signi- 
fying that play may start—this 
is after a free catch has been 
made—the opponents’ shall be 
behind a line 10 yards in advance 
of the line passing through the 
mark of the catch and parallel 
to the goal line until: 

“The ball is kicked or the ref- 
eree signals with his hand that 
the ball has touched the ground; 
or 

“The ball touches the ground 
(either by accident or other- 
wise); or 

“A player of the kicking side 
advances beyond his restraining 
line with the ball in hig, posses- 
sion.’ 

Here is the 1930 rule, agticle 5 
of rule 8: “On a free kick after 
a fair catch, the restraining line 
for the receiving team is estab- 
lished 10 yards in advance of 
the mark of the catch; on free- 
kick fetlowing safety, the 30- 
yard line is the restraining line 
of the receiving team. After the 
referee blows his whistle for 
play to start, no player of the 
receiving team shall advance be- 
yond his restraining line UNTIL 
THE BALL IS KICKED.” 


Quite a difference to the kick- 
ing team and makes certain the 


signaling of more free-catches 
than ever. 
Also, the new rule saves the 


referee a motion’ of the arm. 
And, take it from this veteran 


official, there is quite enough 
motion for a referee in the pres- 


ent game without it.

asm and support. As a whole, the people of Chicago 
have become convinced of the value of civic improve 
ment and are full of pride over the progress that has 
already been made. This state of mind is reflected 
in the returns at bond issue elections, where the cit- 
izens authorize with an open hand the expenditure 
of vast sums of money. 

There are two main arguments used in Chicago's 
bond issue campaigns. One is that civic improve- 
ment adds to the city’s attractiveness and what, for 


living in a large city demands plenty of breathing 
spaces; parks, playgrounds, bathing beaches and the 
like. It was the intention of Chicago planners to have 
a system of beaches capable of accommodating at 
one time every citizen who felt like bathing, and that 
ideal is by way of being achieved. The creation of 
magnificent drives along the lake shore, the con- 
struction of great stadia like Soldier’s Field, the pres- 
ence of institutions like Field Museum, Shedd Aquari- 
um and the Adler Planetarium—all these compensate 
for the disadvantages of city life. With a popula- 
tion of more than 3,000,000, moreover, considerations 
of public health demand opportunities for sunlight, 


The other argument is economic. It would be dif- 
ficult to estimate Chicago’s actual money profit from 
its improvement program, but it is certain to run 
into many millions of dollars. The widening of 
Michigan boulevard from Randolph street to Chi- 
cago avenue, with the construction of a new bridge 
across the Chicago River, cost $14,000,000, but it has 
transformed a former lodging house and warehouse 
district into an avenue lined with skyscrapers, rival- 
ing in beauty and distinction any street in the world. 
That improvement, ‘according to authoritative estims- 
tors, has added $100,000,000 to property values. Like- 
wise, Wacker drive, a boulevard along the river front 
supplanting the foul South Water street, costing $22,- 
000,000, boosted property values another $100,000,000. 
By spending $36,000,000 on these two improvements, 
Chicago enriched itself by $200,000,000. Increased 
taxes on this higher valuation, in the course of a 
very few years, will repay the city for its expenditure. 
It is the testimony of the Chicago Real Estate Board 
that property values rise with the construction of 
public improvements, with the inexorable sequence 
of cause and effect. 

St. Louis can do what Chicago has done. It has 
not been so fortunate in the matter of leadership, 
but there is no reagon why that cannot be supplied. 
There are many public-spirited men here, sympa- 
thetic with plans for St. Louis’ growth, and there 
will be many more when the lesson is driven home 
that St. Louls must spénd money if it is to make the 
most of its opportunities. Moreover, the masses of 
St. Louis citizens are as ainénable to reason as Chi- 
cagoans. But St. Louisans have not been made suf- 
ficlently acquainted with St. Louis’ improvement 
plans. Thoysands, for example, are unfamiliar with 
the projected river front development, although it is 
almost a certainty that, once they realized the im- 
mense advantages and desirability of it, there would 
be no trouble in passing the necessary bond issue. 
What St. Louls was capable of was proved in 1923, 
when the $87,000,000 bond issue was passed. Pre- 
ceding it was a campaign designed to spread infor- 
mation of it in every household and, once that was 
done, St. Louis rose superbly to the occasion. In 
every city in the country the St. Louls bond issue 


worthy of emulation. It is true things have not gone 
entirely well with the bond issue projects, One of 
them, the street lighting project, has been marred 
with an ugly scandal. It has been shown that the 
city was overcharged some $167,000. But the con- 
tractor and the city officials under whom the con- 
tract was executed have been indicted and will short- 
ly be tried. Work on stréet widenings and on the 
plazas has been discouragingly slow, the result part- 
ly of cumbersome legal procedure. On the ballot in 
November will be a propoged series of amendments 
to the city charter to remedy this condition. It is 
true the new Courthouse has never been entirely 
completed, but that is a miner point not without its 
justification. On the othér hand, such projects as 
the laborious one of putting River des Peres under- 
ground have proceeded with fair speed. . 

In three or four years, with the completion of the 
street widening program and the creation of the Mu- 
nicipal and Union Station plazas, St. Louis will rea): 
ize it never did a wiser thing than to pass the 1923 
bond issue. It must be prepared, however, to find 
that the money appropriated is not sufficient in all 
instances to complete the work. In some cases the

Louis is sorely in need of new entrances to the 
downtown district, both from north and south. The 
western entrances ate so congested that a trip from 
Twelfth street to Third, either by automobile or street 
car, is becoming an increasingly laborious and time- 
wasting trip. The widening of Gravols and Natural 
Bridge roads will provide outlets to south and north 
from lower downtown, but there must be such a con- 
necting link (double-deck widened Third street), as 
outlined in the river front improvement plans. 
These plans also provide for the acquisition of all 
property between Third street and the river front 
and from Spruce to Franklin for a river front plaza. 
A high level mall ‘would be built between Market 
and Chestnut and from thg old Courthouse to the 
river, with extensions along the river front to Clark 
avenue at the south and connecting at the north 
with the upper deck of Eads Bridge. A large park- 
ing space would be provided and a completely in- 
tegrated system of connecting streets. 
If this plan is visualized it will be seen that it 
offers tremendous advantages in convenience to traf- 
fic, and also redeems the river front from the ugly 
district that it is now to make it a thing of beauty. 
The mall, or park, stretching from the old Court- 
house to the river bank, would completely metamor- 
Phose the appearance of lower downtown. This im- 
provement would be costly, but its cost would be 
greatly reduced by the success of the excess condem- 
nation proposal, which will be on the. ballot at the 
November election a8 Proposition No. 6. If it be 
assumed that the project would cost $50,000,000, ex- 
cess condemnation, or the city's right to condemn 
property not actually needed in the improvement, 
may be expected to reduce the cost to as little as 
$30,000,600. : 
In addition to central river front improvement, 
plans have been drawn for the improvement of both 
northern and southern river fronts. By straightening 
the Mississippi between Bissell’s Point and Chain of 
Rocks it is proposed to create a public park and air- 


driveway to the downtown district. The park proper 
would approximate Forest Park in size. It would 
contain a golf course, a stadium, an arboretum and 
museum of natural history; grounds for baseball, 
football, tennis and other recreational activities, and 
provision would be made for boating, bathing, skat- 
ing, ice-boating and other sports. There would be six 
miles of automobile drives through the park and 
over a series of islands to be built in a lagoon. The 
airport would make it possible for both land and 
seaplanes to land within a very few minutes’ drive 
either of downtown St. Louig or the West End. The 
northern river front improvement is estimated té 
cost some $22,000,000. 

Plans for the southern river front include a bluff 
drive from Bellerife Park north to the Marine Hos- 
pital, a distance of two and one-half miles: a yacht 
harbor; a 37-acre park along the bluff between Gas- 
conade and President streets. It is also proposed to 
form a connection with Jefferson Barracks by wid- 
ening Minnesota avenue from Kingshighway Park to 
the River des Peres, and by acquiring an attractive 
ly wooded area immediately south of the River des 
Peres and east of Broadway. The whole project's 
cost is estimated at $6,500,000. 

We believe the desirability of these improvements 
speaks for itself. They would make St. Louis in- 
finitely more attractive as a city, and they would re- 
store property values now ‘stagnating or receding. 
Moreover, there is no reason why they cannot be 
made within a very few years, for the use and en- 
joyment of the present genération. 

All that is necessary is for St. Louis, like Chi- 
cago, to wake up and readjust itself to the neéds and 
standards of the twentieth century. Leadership is 
needed and so is money. St. Louis has or/ cau pro-

The eléction of 1928 approached while 
the country was in the midst of revolution. 
It was evident that oncé more those who 
controlled the army would control the elec- 
tions unless some outside guarantee of fair- 
ness of choice were given. Hard pressed 
by the revolutionists and under urging from 
Washington, President Diaz on April 22 
proposed American supervision of both the 
election of 1928 and subsequent elections, 
and the establishment of the constabulary. 
To this the revolutionary leaders agreed. 

There followed what has been referred 
to as the only fair election in Nicaraguan 
history. Before the actual voting but_whik 
arrangements for the election were under 
way, Mr. Moncada, leader of the Liberals, 
proposed to his opponents that in view of 
“the justice with which those in charge of 
the American supervision” were proceeding 
that it be agreed to accept such supervision 
“for one OF several periods more of con- 
stitutional government.”” The leader of the 
Conservatives replied the following day: 
“Your proposition ip definitely accepted.”

In the last few years, the Board 
.of South Park Commissioners has 
been engaged in the work of fill- 
ing in some 600 acres of land to 
form the connection between Grant 
Park and Jackson Park. It is over 
this strip that the outer drive has. 
been constructed, plus numerous 
bridges for traffic entering and 
leaving the drive. It will soon be 
landscaped. The cost of this work 
was some $60,000,000, and it has 
been highly justified from many 
standpoints, beauty, time-saving 
and thy creation of a priceless 
heritage of public property set 
aside for all time for the enjoy- 
ment and convenience of Chicago. 
The work of building the outer 
drive in Lincoln Park cost some 
$30,000,000, but since the city al- 
ready owned the riparian rights 
to most of its extent, the problem 
there was comparatively simple; 

Among the various arguments 
used to justify the: laborious and 
expensive process of filling in land 
for park purposes, the economic 
angle was stressed. Land on Mich- 
igan avenue opposite Grant Park 
is worth, according to George _ T.' 
Donoghue, General Superintendent 
of the Board of South Park Com- 
missioners, from $100 to $150 a 
square foot. At $100, an acre is 
worth $4,356,000. It costs Chicago 
approximately $56,000 to fill in 
an acre of land, yet by that act 
the city reaps a potential or theo- 
retical profit of $4,300,000, Of 
course, since filled-in land for 
park purposes will remain in per- 
petuity for park purposes, the illus- 
tration is academic.

Planetarium and Huge Foundations 

Max Adler, brother-in-law of Ju- 
lius Rosenwald, gave $700,000 for 
the planetarium previously men- 
tioned, built on an island off Grant 
Park . It is the only thing of its 
kind in the United States, though 
Berlin, Munich and Vienna each‘ 
have one. Tle product of brilliant 
German inventors, the machine 
housed in the planetarium projects 
an exact reproduction of the heav- 
ens. The relative sizes of and dis- 
tances between the stars and plants 
are mathematically worked out, 
and their movenient from day to 
day and season to season are por- 
trayed. it is possible with this 
machine to show what the heavens 
look like at the equator, at the 
poles and on any certain day in 
Chicago, as well as what the sky 
in this region will look like five 
years from now. 

The showing takes place on the 
curved ceiling of a darkened room, 
and is accompanied by a lecture 
explaining the action of the ma- 
chine and a simple astronomical 
outline. Those never fortunate 
enough to see the Southern Cross, 
famed constellation of the Antarc- 
tic seas, may see it here. The plant- 
tarium is housed in a mosque-like, 
spécially constructed building of 
red-veined Minnesota granite. The 
building has 12 sides, on each of 
which is engraved one of the signs 
of the sodiac. From May, 1930, 
when it opened, until August, it 
was visited by 350,000 persons. Re- 
mcrkable enough for an institution 
whose purpose is purely education- 
a, to visit it has become the rage 
of-the town. In the building also 
is an extraordinary collection of as- 
tronomical relics and photographs. 

Another important benefaction in 
Grant Park is Buckingham Foun- 
tain, rivalling those at Versailles, 
the gift of Kate 8. Buckingham in 
memory of her brother, Clarence. 
It occupies the center of a formal 
garden 600 feet square. The main 
pool is 800 feet in diameter and 
the maximum capacity of the foun- 
tain is 6600 gallons of water per 
minute. Of course, the Art Mu- 
sey, oldest tenant of Grant Park, 
etill looks down the canon of 
Adams street from behind its two 
mildewed-looking lions. Its mag- 
nificent architecture is somewhat 
shrouded by the thick deposits of 
years of Illinois Central smoke. If 
the rather painfully heroic statue 
of Gen. Logan is below Grant 
recently 
been neutralized by a St. Gaudens 
Lincoin, a seated figure recently 
resurrected from the obscurity of 
the Art Museum’s basement. 

Harbor for Yachts. 

Grant Park harbor houses many 
beautiful yachts and of late sea- 
planes have been making it their 
headquarters. To the north is the 
Municipal Pier, stretching far out 
into the lake, with freighters labor- 
ing to and from it. Fast motor 
boats. including a water taxi serv- 
ice to which Chicago has become 
addicted, enliven the scene. To the 
west, of course, is the Chicago sky- 
line, becoming more beautiful and 
impressive each year. . 

It is an interesting part of Chi- 
cago’s lake front development that 
private philanthrepy has played. 
Perhaps there is a moral in the 
fact that, once the city shook off 
its lethargy and began to beautify 
itself, wealthy citizens were quick 
to lavish gifts upon it. Grant Park, 
with outer drivés entering it from 
both dire¢tions, provides a magnif- 
icent setting for the monumental 
structures that now appear in it. 
The flaw in the Grant Park picture 
is the Illinois Central Railroad, 
whose right of way cuts squarely 
through its center from Roosevelt 
road to Randolph street. This right

Never Defeated in Bond Issue. 


The Board of South Park Com- 
missioners, to whom has fallen the 
major share of the lake front de- 
velopment, is appointed by the 
Circuit Judges. One is appointed 
each year, thus assuring a continu- 
ous administration by officials fa- 
miliar with their duties. A rigid 
civil service system has been insti- 
tuted by the South Park Commis- 
sioners, and they are credited with 
attracting a high type of men. It 
is the boast of this body that it 
has never been defeated in a bond 
issue campaign, nor has any major 
scandal arisen to plague it. 

Chicago’s friver-front develop- 
ment is another interesting phase of 
the city plan. The city has built a 
drive three-fourths of a mile long 
from Michigan avenue westward 
along the bank of the Chicago 
River, once occupied by South 
Water street. This street, fa- 
mous in Chicago history, Was 
She/ headquarters of Chicago 
commission merchants. It was 
littered with decaying fruits and 
vegetables, with a consequently 
powerful odor, and was filled with 
pushcarts, wagons and automobiles, 
so that it required 45 minutes to 
travel a block. When Wacker drive, 
a two-level street, was built, South 
Water street faded into oblivion. 
The drive is now lined with hand- 
some buildings, and property val- 
ues have soared to pay for the im- 
provement many times over. The 
upper level, 110 feet wide, extends 
to the river bank, where is built a 
balustrade inset with benches. It 
may in time become as picturesque 
as booksellers’ row on the Seine. 
Making Real Estate Values Boom. 


The building of a bascule bridge 
where Wacker drive meets Michi- 
gan boulevard, and a street-widen- 
ing project, together costing $14,- 
000,000, is another instance of 
municipal expenditure that has 
brought handsome returns in in- 
creased property values. A few 
years ago North Michigan avenue, 
from the river to Chicago avenue, 
was a lodging-house district. Now 
it is a magnificent 100-foot thor- 
oughfare along which have been 
built many of the biggest skyscrap- 
er in Chicago. The Tribune Tow- 
er, the Wrigley Building, the Palm- 
olive Building on which is the 
Lindbergh beacon, and many Ooth- 
ers have completely transformed 
North Michigan avenue, both éc- 
onomically and esthetically. It has 
become a continuation of the 
downtown district without the 
presence of the elevated, which 
thunders through and darkens the 
loop, and with the advantage of 
being closer to the lake. 

Another feature of the Burnham 
Plan to be carried out is the ac- 
quisition of forest preserves wher- 
éver they could be acquired in the 
environs Of the city. Last year, the 
Forest Preserve Board acquired 675 
acres, bringing the total area now 
owned by the public to 31,557 acres 
out of a total possible area of 35,- 
000. The cost of the iand acquired 
for preserve purposes was nearly 
$19,000,000. It ig the aim to per- 
mit these lands to lle In a natural 
state, and a recent bond issue, 
secking funds to fit them out with 
all sorts of devices more suitable 
to forma] parks, was defeated. 

A quadrangle of wide streets 
around Chicago’s Loop is now near- 
ing completion; an ambitious sys- 
tem of airports is under construc- 
tion: new bridges are being built 
along the Chicago River; the Chi- 
cago River is to be straightened to 
reclaim valuable land long blighted 
by inaccessibility; a comprehensive, 
intricate railway terminal plan is 
being worked out; bottle-necks are 
being eliminated; new through 
streets are under construction; old 
ones are being widened; Chicago is 
acquiring a new zoological garden, 
which will be modeled to some @x- 
tent after that in St. Louis; an 
arboretum is being fitted out with 
all sorte of botanical specimens—

I ask the question of Motta with 
profound respect. In other 
speeches we have mentioned the 
link between disarmament and the 
Buropean federation, creating a 
vicious circle, as we say in France.

France 
comes there bringing the project 
for European federation, as she 
earlier presented the protocol. You 
want to set the old continent in) 
order, we are told. Then revise the 
treaties. Disarm. Renounce that se- 
curity you have so obstinately de- 
manded. Forget you have been and 
may become again the battlefield 
of Europe. 

And at the same time that we 
hear these words, after the volun- 
‘tary and anticipated evacuation of 
the Rhineland, the German elec- 
tions bring us far from reassuring 
tidings. Much has already been 
written on that subject and it is 
well to be careful in avoiding use- 
less complaints. But once again let 
us reason. Whatever fate is reé- 
served in the near future for Chan- 
céllor Bruening, Germany will have 
the choice of only three type of 
government: a Left Cabinet, a 
Right Cabinet or a Center Cabinet. 
If, as there is reason to fear, none 
of the Cabinets is able to depend 
on a solid majority, what will hap- 
pen? Under a parliamentary re- 
gime, there are only two remedies 
to such a situation: dissolution and 
dictatorship. Dissolution? Germany 
has just had recourse to that 
and {it is an experiment that should 
not be abused. There remains dic- 
tatorship. Exercised even by a wise 
ruler it seems to us the more for- 
midable danger of the two since in. 
so many countr’es regimes with 
such authority have killed free in- 
stitutions. 

Hence we are anxious regarding’ 
the fate of European federa- 
tion and at the same time for our 
old continent already touched ‘by 
the leper of unemployment, as .vell 
as for that young German repyblic 
to which with such generosity we, 
stretched our hand at Lendon 


Today as yesterday, 
seems to us @n odious carcicature 
of patriotism. We shall not separ- 
ate in the future any more than we 
have done in the past our devotion 
for France and our democratic 
convictions.

And then we marched on the 
capital, It was not & march—it 
was truly a triumphal procession. 
In the village of San Martin tn 
the suburbs of Buenols Aires the 
crowds awaiting our coming, to ap- 
plaud us and throw flowers in our 
line of march. Old men, women, 
children, workmen who had ieft 
their factories, men of all social 
classes, in thunderous applause 
manifested their adhesion to the 
cause of the revolution. : 


For some minutes there were in- 
corporated in our marching col- 
umns hundreds of automobiles 
filled with civilians, Then the very 
troops that had been detached by 
the Government to close the streets 
and prevent our passage above the 
heights of Palermo and who had 
been deployed along the embank- 
ments of the railway, came out and 
pledged themselves to the move- 
ment. Then the “vigilantes” in the 
various police stations took their 
places in our lines and we moved 
forward again, “ 


The column had entirely lost its 
military character. It was com- 
posed of ali the people, that, in a 
magnificent civic procession,: were 
marching to overthrow, we believed 
without having to fire a single shot, 
those who had proved themselves 
to be usurpers of authority. 

The entrance of the troops and 
the masses in Rivera and Cordoba 
was characterized by délirious ap- 
Plause from those on the streets. 
The procession reached Calle Callao 
and then we drew near to the Plaza 
Congreso, the sunlight glinting on 
the buildings of the Congress now 
only a few blocks away. 


Mingle With Civilians. 

The students of the Military Col- 
lege, the School of Communications 
and the cavalry and infantry units 
that accompanied us were more 
and more f-aternizing with the ci- 
villians, who, on foot and in auto- 
ymmobiles, had mingled in our files. 

On our arrival at the Congress 
the scene changed in an inetant. 
A band of assassins, provided by 
the Irigoyen Government with 
rifles and machine guns, property 
of the nation, had ambushed them. 
selves in numerous houses along 
the line of march and on the roof 
of the Congress building itself. At 
&® given signal, from the Plaza Con- 
reso to Cordoba and Rio Bamba 
street, a heavy fire was opened and 
the massacre began. It is be- 
lNeved the opening signal 
from the Congress building.

BUSHELS SPACE TO ELEVATORS 


The addition of 120 bins to the 
80-bin grain elevator of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Lines at Van Buren 
and Courtois streets has increased 
its capacity from 2,000,000 to 4,- 
076,000 bushels of grain. The ele- 
vator has been leased to the Con- 
tinental Export Co. 

Six shipping and six conveyor 
systems, each capable of carrying 
18,000 bushels an hour, are avail- 
able in the new elevator. A clean- 
ing system of suction pipes for re- 
moving grain dust operates in the 
handling area, The improvements 
cost $700,000.

GOLD MEDAL AWARDS 
ON BEST SMALL HOUSES 


“Better Home$ in America” 
Hopes to Eliminate Faulty 
Design. 


To aid in eliminating faulty de- 
sign and inefficient planning, Bet- 
ter Homes in America, of. which 
Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, United 
States Secretary of the Interior, is 
president, will award annually 
three gold medals to the architects 
who have designed the best small 
houses erected anywhere in the 
country during the preceding year. 

The medals are the gift of Mrs. 
William Brown Meloney, New 
York, who with the co-operation of 
President Hoover founded Better 
Homes in 1922 and still serves as 
its vice president. The awards will 
be made by a committee of five 
architects appointed by the presi- 
dent of the American Institute of 
Architects. The present head of 
the institute is Robert D. Kohn, 
New York. 

The contest {s limited to houses 
one story, a story and a half, or 
two stories in height and with a 
cubage of not more than 24,000 
cubic feet above the level of the 
first floor. This virtually restricts 
the competition to houses of four 
to six rooms, but leaves complete 
latitude in the design and  plan- 
ning. 

For the 1930 awards, the floor 
plans, blue prints, elevations, in- 
terior details and photographs of 
houses competing may be submit- 
ted for any houses actually com- 
pleted in 1929. These materials 
must be shipped to the American 
Institute of Architects, 1741 New 
York avenue, Washington, so that 
they will be received not later than 
Dec. 1, 1930, in order that the 
awards can be announced early in 
January. 

The jury is not required to make 
any or all of the awards should 
there be no houses submitted 
which in its opinion deserve a 
medal, In addition to the medals, 
however, the committee may also 
grant honorable mentions. 

Prize-winning designs will be 
published and designs winning 
honorable mention will at the dis- 
cretion of the committee also be 
published. Any publication of the 
designs which receive medals or 
honorable mention will be copy- 
righted and due prominence will 
be given to the name and address 
of the designed.

Major Development of the Mississippi Water- 
ways System Is the 9-Foot Channel From 
‘$t. Louis to New Orleans. 


With the increasing use of rivers 
as a means of transportation, St. 
Louis’ position as the center of the 
world’s largest system of inland 
waterways assumes greater impor- 
tance, according to George C. 
Smith, head of the St. Louis Indus- 
trial Bureau. 

Mississippi River System. 

The Mississippi River system 
consists of a series of navigable 
rivers and canals having a total of 
13,394 miles. More than 9000 
miles of it is main trunk-line wa- 
terway, which may be classified 
into waterways of nine-foot chan- 


nels or deeper and those of six-foot 
channels or deeper. 


The Mississippi River system con- 
nects by water 29 of the principal 


industrial cities of 20 states in the 
Mississippi Valley, with a total 


population of 11,000,000, and af- 
fects by joint river and raii rates 
a population of more than 560,000,- 
000. | 

The proposed increase in depth 
of the channels to Minneapolis and 
St. Paul and to Kansas City, will 
give a unified system of nine-foot 
waterways from the Gulf of Mex- 
Ico to the Great Lakes and from 
Kansas City to Pittsburg, with St. 
Louis as the geographical and con- 
trol center. 

The United States Government 
has already expended $312,583,132 
on the five major waterways which 


' most concern St. Louis, and there 


remains to be expended only $38,- 
| 389,800 for their completion.

The St. Louis industrial district, 
besides being the third largest 
chemical manufacturing center in 
the United States, leads the entire 
country, perhaps, as a producing 
center for medicinal chemicals, ac- 
corcing to Samuel W. Allender, as- 
sistant to the president, of the 
Monsanto Chemical Works.

A CLOSE-UP of the UNEMPLO

BSCURED by the 
unemployment sta- 
tistics, by the bare 
announcement of 
thousands or hun- 
dreds of thousands 
or millions of men 
out of work, is the 
story of what actu- 
ally happens when 
men lose their jobs. Only those who 
have known this tragedy know what 
it means in despair—the ruin of a lit- 
tle world erected around a solitary, all- 
important ego. Only occasionally there 
is a hint in the brief notice of a sui- 
cide, the story of a man who takes 
not-only his own life but that of his 
Starving family as well. 

Some time ago a group of sociolo- 
gists decided that it would be worth 
while to get a good look at this pic- 
ture of despair, worth while not only 
for themselves, but for the great pub- 
lic, for those who hire and for those 
who buy. Trained observers in set- 
tlement houses in nearly every impor- 
tant city in the country sent in a ser- 
ies of reports, accurate case histories, 
with the lives of human beings reduced 
therein to terse descriptive phrases. 
This was in the prosperous spring of 
1929, before the stock market crash. 
- These reports have been compressed 
into a short book called ‘“‘Some Folks 
Won't Work,” by Clinch Calkins 
(Harcourt, Brace). Miss Calkins has 
dramatized the terrible struggle for 
life of those who, through no fault of 
their own, have been flung out of the 
economic machine. For in the series 
of cases considered not one shirker, 
not one drunkard, not one incompetent 
was tncluded. They were all men who 
asked only for work and were denied. 
In the city of Philadelphia alone 10.4 
per cent of the working population 
sought work persistently, doggedly. 
desperately, and to no avail, as proved 
by actual observation and case study 
That in a “prosperous” year.

RS. CATHERINE PACKARD 
M was closely questioned by State 

Detective Brown. She was 
quoted as having told Brown that 
she wrote the suicide note which 
was found with the girl's body, but 
that she could not recall what ehe had 
done with it. She might have left it 
in her room or at the hospital where 
she was working, she said. She denied 
ever having owned the compact in 
which the note was found—or any 
other compact. 

The photograph which Packard had 
brought to State Detective Brown and 
which, according to Brown, Packard 
said was a picture of his missing wife, 
was not her photograph. She said she 
did not know whose picture it was 

All this left the identification ques- 
tion sky high and also raised the mys- 
terious question: ‘‘How did the suicide 
note written by Mrs. Catherine Packard 
come to be found on the body?” 

Governor Weeks of Vermont has of- 
fered a substantial reward for the 
identification of the body. If the 
name and connections of the young 
woman can be brought to light, it may 
help to determine whether the mys- 
tery is a suicide or a murder case. 

Meanwhile, in the domestic tangle, 
Wife No. 2 has gone back to her par- 
ents’ home in St. Albans to await any 
court action that might give Pack- 
ard his legal freedom and enable them 
to remarry. Wife No. 1] has said that 
she is willing to get a divorce, but that 
the two children must remain in the 
care of her mother-in-law.
